SEATTLE, Wash, April 18.—A traKe- 
dy of the frozen North is told in ad- 
¥ices to the Poat-Intelligencer from 
Dawson, Yukon Territory, recounting 
the finding of the bodies of the mem- 
bers of the party of mounted police who 
get out Dec. 22 from Fort McPherson 


for Dawson. 
The men in the ill-fated expedition, 
which was under command of Capt. F. 


J. Fitzgerald, perished on the banks of 
the Peel River, after their supplies had 
given out and they had eaten their 
dogs. Fort McPherson is on the delta 
6. the Mackenzie River on the Arctic 
Ucean. 

Four bodies were found by a relief 
expedition sent out from Dawson Feb. 
2%”, which returned there yesterday after 
having taken the dead to Fort Mac-

‘ Relief Expedition Finds Bodies. »© 
The Dawson ost dispatched a relief 
expedition Feb. 28, under Corp.. Demp- 
ster, with Constables Yafe Turner and 
Charles Stewart in the party. On March 
21 the Dempster party found the bodies 
of Kinnoyr and Taylor, who had played 
out first, 3% miles from MacPherson, 
partly buried in the snow. A handker- 
chief and a note on a tree vonnicoes the 
place. 

‘Ten miles beyond they feund the 
bodies of Fitzgerald and Carter, who 
had tried to go on for relief. 

Fitzgerald was the last to dle. He had 
laid out Carter’s body, crossing the 
hands and riacing a handkerchief over 


‘the face. Then, with his last strength, 


he crept on a little further to a place 


where he perished. 


Left Crude Will. 
. Fitzgerald had realized his end was 
near, and ‘eft a crude will in favor of 
his mother, who is said to live in Ire- 
land. 

Carter was from Hamilton, Ontario. 
There is no record here of the others. 
During its last few days, the party trav- 
eled 10 miles daily. A diary which was 
found had no record after Feb. 65.

WEEK TO BE FAIRY 


| Miss Sarah Robinson Robs Her- 
self to Educate Orphan Girl, 
Whom She Will Never See. 


MUST BEAR HER NimEl 
Certificate for $931.50 Saved in 
13 Years for Posthumous 
Beneficiary Lost. 








‘Miss Sarah Robinson. 61 years old, has 

for 138 years lived on $2 a week, while 
she has saved the rest of her meager 
earnings as a seamstress for the future 
care and education of some orphan 
girl whom she desires, after her death, 
to take her name. 

Her self-sacrifice was 
brought to light Tuesday through a loss 
which endangered the hoarded ‘sum. 

The old mahogany box containing her 
certificate of deposit for the ameunt 


of the savings, $931.50, and the will in 
which she bequeathed the wnole amount 
to the ‘Christian Missionary Society, for 
the benefit of the future little Sarah, 
disappeared a few days ago from its 
accustomed place in her small, ‘are 
room in the rear of 1415 North Thir- 
teenth street. 

Hurrying to the Boatmen'’s Bank when 
she discovered her loss, Miss Robinson 
was rejoiced to learn that the money 
was intact. But to regain possession of 
it she was required to advertise the loss 
of. the deposit certificate, and she will 
also have to give\ bond for twice the 
amount of the deposit. She began ad- 
vertising immediately and notified the 
police of her loss. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Miss 
Robinson told Tuesday the story of ner 
ionging to take a mother's place, 
through her savings; to some child 
whom she would never see. 

" Wanted a Child. 

“It was my wish, as a young woman, 
to have a little girl of my own,” said 
the gray-haired little woman. “But it 
vas not meant that this wish should be 
gratified, for no man ever asked me to 
marry him. | 

“I came to St. Louis 30 years ago from 
England and found employment. in 
clothing factories as a seamstress. I 
jave Worked in this way ever since. I 
have been able to earn as much as $6.50 
a week when work is steady, and I 
found that I could rent a room for $1 a 
week, and could get what I needed t> 
eat and wear for another dollar a week. 

“So I began saving my money for a 
baby. I decided to leave the money to 
the Christian Missionary Society, and to 
let them select the baby after my death. 
All I asked was that she be named after 
ine, and brought up as I would bring 
her up if I were living. 

“Whenever I would put a dollar away 
I would say to myself, ‘There is a pair 
of shoes for little Sarah,’ or ‘There's a 
book for her.’ That made it easy, and 
I was surprised to find how much I 
could save. 


: Lost Nearly $1000. 

“Tn 1898 I had almost $1000 saved, but 
I had it in a building and loan ,com- 
pany whith collapsed, and most of it 
was lost. With what little was left I 
started again to save, resolving that if 
I could keep my health I would leave 
enough money for little Sarah when 
I died. 

“T have no relatives in this country, 
brand my sister in England knows what I 
am doing and prefers that I should save 
for little Sarah rather than for “her. 
I did not tell anyone else, for I feared if 
my acquaintances knew how much I 
had sayed some of them would try to 
borrow from me. 

“I kept my/;certificates of deposit in 
an old English mahogany box, together 
with my will and my mother’s Bible. 
Sometimes I would exhibit the box to 
neighbors, but I would never show 
them the contents. I am unable to un- 
}derstand how the box came to disap- 
pear, but I am glad the money is not 
lost.” 

Miss Robinson keeps her room scrupu- 
lously clean. Her clothes are worn and 
patched, but are kept neat,: and her 
whole appearance is. one of spinisterly 
primnesé. She is employed at Marx- 
Haas factory, Thirteenth street and 
\Washington avenue, but was not at 
work Tuesday.

FOR TAX PURPOSE 


Increase of $6,800,000 Over 
Last Year but $12,000,000 
Below Previous Average. 


St. Louis it not so rich as had been 
supposed. Assessor Brinkop announced 
Tuesday that the total taxable ‘wealth 
of the city im $537,141,990, of which $440,- 
130,370 is in real estate anti $97,011,620 in 
personal property. 

This is an increase of $6)800,000 over 
the total taxable wealth last year. The 
average anriual increase for the last 10 
years has been more than $18,000,000. As 
a result of the falling off, the tax rate 
will be increased unless the School 
Board consents to take 50 cents instead 
of 60 cents, the present rate, on every 
$100, as its share of the assessment. 

Members of the Board of Equalization, 
which adjourned its meetings Saturday, 


accept the smaller apportionment, but 
there can be no official announcement 
until the board’s comptroller announced 
the budget for the next fiscal year. 

Assessor Brinkop,, in estimating the 
probable total taxable wealth for 1911 
for the State Board of Equalization, 
according to the custom, put it at $584,- 
433,000 more than forty-seven million dol- 
lars too high. .This was due to his 
expectation that bank stock would be 
taxed at 100 per cent of its value; but 
the City Board of Equalization, follow- 
ing the example of the State board, fixed 
it at only 50 per bent of its value:

Message From Mexican Government Declares. 
Agua Prieta Incident Will Not Be Re- 
peated---Cabinet in Session.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Definite as- 


surances have been received by Presi- 
dent Taft from the Mexican .Govern- 
ment that affairs like that at Agua 
Prieta will not be repeated. 

Announcement was made at the White 
| House that Mexico had given assuran- 
ces of a definite restrictive policy on 
the border. 


‘Taft, Chairman Culliom of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, an- 
nounced today that no meeting ef his 
committe yv to consider the Mexican sit- 
uation was contemplated at this time. 
According to Senator Cullom, the Presi- 
dent was optimistic today and apparent- 
ly believed the situation at Douglas 
would improve. The Senator said he 
could see no reason for iptervention; 

He intimated, however, that a plan 
was being considered to relieve the 
danger to Americang near the border. 
This contemplates an agreement for a 
neutral zone from five to ten miles 
along the boundary line. 

The Mexican situation, which its fast 
approaching. a crisis in its international 
aspect, was the principal subject of con- 
sideration at today’s Cabinet meeting. 
With the declaration by the President 
and his advisers that no American soi- 
dier will cross the border line without 
the consent of Congress, the administra- 
tion’s next move is anxiously awatted, 
especially by members of Congress. 

It seems almost certain that the prob- 
lem will soon reach the halis of Con- 
gress. Interest of official Washing- 
ton in the situation is keyed to the 
highest pitch and the border develop- 
ments brought officials of the State 
and War departments to their desks

EL PASO, Tex., April 18—The state- 
ment that there wae firing in the vicin- 
ity of Juarez last night proves to be 


untrue. There has been no disturbance 
in that neighborhood since last Satur- 
day. “A courier arrived here this morn- 
ing from Maédero’s camp, 23 miles south 
of Juarez> and reported that Madero 
was on his way to Juarez and a battle 
was imminent.

PATTERNED AFTER 
~~ POLITICAL WAYS 


Hundred Men of St. Louis to Be 
Put in Charge of Forward 
Movement by Fred B. Smith. 


NEW IDEA IN_ RELIGION 


Work Here Is Similar to That to 
Be Started in Other Cities— 
Magazines to Lend Aid. 


* 





A committee of 100 men who will di- 
rect in St. Louis the Men and Religion 
Forward Movement will be chosen at a 
meeting and banquet at the Mercantile 
Club Tuesday evening. Fred B.~Smith 
of New York, the originator of the re- 
ligious campaign, which he declares will 
Surpass any political campaign ever 
made in the United States, will explain 
the movement in detail. 

Smith, whois stopping at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er something of the origin and aims of 


the movement, which includes a detailed 
and systematized campaign of. the en- 
tire country for the purpose of bringing 
men and boys to the churches and in- 
teresting them in religious works. 

Smith has for more than twenty years 
been doing Y. M. C. A. work, and is 
connected with the International Com- 
mittee of the Y. M. C. A. Before that 
he was a fram machinery salesman in 
the Middle West. 

“Nearly a year ago,” he said, “ff oc- 
curred to me that the men’s and boys’ 
organizations in the churches were do- 
ing ineffective work. 

Riches the Only Good. 

“TI came to a full realization that un- 
der the present system there is not 
much of a goal in this country. The 
one goal, seemingly, is the acquiring 
of riches, which is not a very high ideal. 

“The plan under which we are labor- 
ing gradually unfolded itself in my 
mind, and I began active work toward 
an organization which would bring to- 
gether all of these organizations under 
an effective working plan. I employed 
an expert to prepare a religious map of 
the country. It showed that more than 
60 per cent of the persons in this coun- 
try are not members of any religious 
organization. 

“Next September, four teams of six 
men each will start out to visit the 90 
larger cities, one team spending eight 
days-in each of these cities. A care- 
ful program has been prep&red: Meet- 
ings will be held, banquets given, street 
meetings held and a house-to-house 
canvass made, ~-literature being distrib- 
uted in each home. 

«the organizations in each of these 
cities will agree to send committees 
to 20 smaller cities near them, and 
carry out the same plan, thus carry- 
ing the work all over the country. 

“In October all the leading magazines 
of the country will devote much space 
to the movement, explaining it in de- 
tail. We are working on a plan for 
the newspapers to also take it up. 

“Within every man there is some re- 
ligion, and an interest in religion. There 
is no reason why this naturad instinct 
should not be aroused by the proper 
sort of a campaign, and thousands and 
thousands of these men can not only be 
brought into some church, but aroused 
to a religious activity by which they 
would aid in the work of bringing oth- 
ers to a realization of the help they 
will find in religion. 

“Tit greater men of this country have 
been religious men, and if other men 
were brought to know this, they would 
be helped toward a better goal than 
the one Shey now have. 

Patterns After Politics, 

“I have studied the manner in which 
the great political parties make cam- 
paigns, in which they have practically 
every man talking of the campaign. 
Our campaign will ke just as active as 
theirs, if not more so, and we expect 


.the results to count by the hundreds of 


thousands in increased membership in 
the churches and in the living of moral 
lives and an increase in business hon- 
esty. 

“TI sail Saturday for England to ar- 
range for several leading business and 
church men of England to assist us in 
our campaign. Among them will be the 
Bishop of s.ondon.”’ 

The Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment meetings were begun Tuesday 
morning at the Washington and Comp- 
ton Presbyterian Church. The meeting 
was opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. H. 
H. Gregg, pastor of the church. An 
address of welcome by W. H. Danforth 
followed. ) sf 

The Rev. Dr. S. H. Wainwright, pre- 
siding elder of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, delivered the principal 
address of the morning, his topic being 
“The Greatest Asset of the Men and 
Religion Forward Movement.”

BRIDE ACCUSES, 
MAN ADMITS HE. | 
CUT ER TrROAT 


Woman, Slashed in Her Home 
North of Granite City, Tells 
of Robbery. 


Mrs. Julia Stracklejahn, a ‘bride of 15 
lies at the point of death in 
the Lutheran Hospital in Granite City, 
while investigation is under way to de- 
termine just what happened Monday in 
her husband’s farmhouse, four miles 
northeast of the town, when her throat 
was cut. 

Forty-eight stitches were taken in 
Mrs. Strackeljahn’s throa.t 

Although the young Weman’s windpipe 
was partly severed with a razor, she 

as able to tell George Strackeljahn, 
i husband, and Chief of Police Han- 
kins, that John Wallace, a friend of 
the family, had partly cut her throat 
to make her tell where $35 was hid- 
den in the house, and then had gashed 
her again. To attack her, he snatched 
her infant son from her arms and 
tossed him aside upon a bed. 

Wallace, arrested soon after the cut- 
ting, admitted it, and when a state- 
ment corresponding to Mrs. Strackel- 
jahn’s was written out, he signed it. 
Afterward he was spirited out of town 
to Edwardsville for safekeeping; be- 
cause feeling ran high against him. 

Woman’s Death Feared, 

After a fevered night, Mrs. Strackel- 
jahn’s condition Tuesday was such that 
it was said at the hospital she might 
not live through the day. None but 
physicians and her husband were per- 
mitted to see her. From her husband a 
Post-Dtspatch reporter got her story 
of the attack as she had told it to him, 
with great difficulty, in a voice just 
above a whisper. 

“She said she had the baby im one 
arm, because he was fretful, and was 


jdrying dishes, when Wallace came te 


the house and told her he was thinking 
of swapping a safety razor for mine,’’ 
Strackeljahn said. “She showed him 
where the razor was and went on about 
her work. 

“A moment later he caught her by the 
shoulder, threw the baby out of her 
arms, and threw her down by seizing 
her hair.

“He got the money and saw her try-

She says he caught her again 
by the hair, cut her throat and kicked 
her in the side and back. 

“She says she heard him say as he 
got out of the house, ‘Now I guess 
you're dene fer and I can make my get- 
away. ”’ 

Joseph Heinnemann, who takes his 
meals at the Strackeljahn heme, ap- 
proaching the heuse, saw a man run- 
ning toward Horseshoe Lake, where 
there is a car line to Granite City. 
Glancing toward the house, he saw a 
flutter of white at the window. He 
quickened his steps and found Mrs. 
Strackeljahn unconscious en the ‘floor. 

Heinnemann gave the alarm at John 
Mollenbrock’s dairy, where he and 
Strackeljahn work, and telephened to 
Dr. John Wedig in Granite City. When 
he reached the heuse he bound up Mrs. 
Strackeljahn’s wound and drove at top 
speed to the hospital. 

Meantime Heinnemann had hurried on 
foot to Horseshee Lake. He swung 
aboard a’car there just as it was leav- 
ing. In it was a man with a blood- 
stained shirt. Heinnemann had the con- 
ductor telephone from one of the trolley 
boxes along the line a message to have 
Chief Hankins meet the car, and when 
it reached Granite City Wallace was ar- 
rested.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Washing- 
ton society was as much surprised to 
hear that Horace Wylie had returned 
to New York as it was surprised three 
months ago to hear that he and.

Philip Hichborn had left Washington 
simultaneously, leaving their familfes 
behind. 

“Phil” Hichborn showed surprise 
when told that Wylie was registered at 
a New York hotel. He asked, “Is any- 
one with him?” Then said: “F have 
nothing to say to Wylie and will not 
go to New York, not even if I find 
that he is accompanied by anyone.” 

Hichborn refrained from mentioning 
his sife’s name. “It’s all dead to me,’’ 
he continued, “and nothing that man 
doeg interests me in the least, nor 
will I be guided by his action in any 
way.” 

Hichbern refused to either affirm or 
deny the statement his mother made 
last week, that he intended to sue for 
divorce. Mrs. Wylie admitted over 
the telephone that she had heard 
from her husband within the last few 
days.

THE DUTY OF THE HOUR 
Referring to the danger of intervention in his 
reply to Gov. Sloan’s appeal for the protection of 
‘the people of Douglas, Ariz., from Mexican bullets, 
President Taft wired: 

“It is impossible to foresee or reckon the 
consequences of such a course, and we*must 
use the greatest self-restraint to avom it.” 
“The greatest self-restraint” is a phrase that 

fitly expresses the duty of our authorities in 
Washington and on the Mexican border. In this 
crisis wisdom, reason, patience, not impulse, 
passion, resentment, should govern all those in 
whose hands lie the issue of war or peace. If 
our growing peace sentiment means anything, it 
should lead us to take the practical steps to 
avoid war when the temptation and the’ oppor- 
tunity to incite and begin it press upon us. 
_ But it cannot be denied that the need of self- 
restraint, and the danger of having it overcome 
by passion, ambition or mere accident, are vastly 
increased by the presence on the Mexican border 
of thousands of American troops straining at the 
leash and eager to prove and profit by their 
prowess. If President Taft is moved by deep 
anxiety and is under a heayy strain of fear that 
the pressure for intervention, with all of the dire- 
ful consequences he anticipates, will force his 
hand, it is chiefly because he ordered the army 
to engage in spectacular war maneuvers on the 
border of a, neighboring-state, whose people are 
engaged in revolutionary strife. This was an oc- 
casion for skillful diplomacy and calm, sagacious 
statesmanship, not for provoking exercise and 
display of military strength. The camps in Texas 
offer an opportunity for either of the Mexican 
factions to incite intervention by deliberate prov- 
ocation should its interests require such action. 
There is no cause, either in reason, justice, 
national honor, interest or international law, for 
intervention. As Senator Raynor said in his 
speech demolishing the Roosevelt doctrine justi- 
fying the collection of debts by force, there is 
nothing in the Monroe doctrine which in the 
remotest degree suggests the policy of paternal 


control of the peoples of this Continent or armed. 


interference on our part to maintain order and 
set up or pull down thelr governments as our 
views of their welfare may dictate. The Mexican 
people have the right of revolution and thé rfght 
to decide what form of government they shall 
have, and who shall administer it. The duty of 
protecting the interests of American citizens in 
Mexico belongs to the State Department, not the 
War Department. We must exhaust the resources 
of diplomacy before contemplating the use of 
force, and then the force should be used in a 
helpful, friendly spirit. 

Although all the consequences of intervention 
may not be foreseen, We have had costly lessons 
in Cuba and the Philippines which enable us to 
anticipate results. The American people are en- 
jightened on the consequences of jingo interfer- 
ence with the affairs of other-people. We may 
jrest assured that the crossing of the Mexican 
border by the American army would signify a pro- 
longed war, probably against a united Mexico. 

It is given out from the White House that the 
President has informed the leaders of both par- 
ties In Congress of the reasons which {nduced 
him to order the Texas maneuvers, and that they 
are in harmony with his views. Seeking counsel 
and support from the Congress is a wise departure 
from the policy of his predecessor, but the Presi- 
dent should take the people into his confidence. 

blic sentiment is a powerful factor in the de- 

cfsion of the question of war or peace. The public 
should ‘not be left in ignorance, to be moved by 
blind passion or misunderstanding. The light of 
publicity should shine in on the dark and danger- 
ous situation on the Mexican border. Diplomacy 
end free discussion should be the policy of the 
Government.

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SELF-GOVERNMENT AND SUBJUGATION. 

When forbidden to crowd the boundary line 
to watch a battle in Mexico as if it were an Amer- 
ican baseball game, many citizens of Douglas, 
Ariz., volunteered as Red Cross-reserves Monday, 
with “36 automobiles placed in service” to give 
first ald to the wounded.

As far as these automobiles stand for the ad- 
vantages of civilization, one step across an in- 
visible tine puts the man, who has only his own 
mind and muscle to rely on, back 10 centuries. 
When the struggle across the boundary is the 
struggle of the peon against peonage; when he 
is being shot at tn line of battle, risking every- 
thing in an almost hopeless chance for the ad- 
vantages of civilization which belong to /citizen- 
ship, Americans would be strangely apathetic if 
fear of a stray bullet should show itself greater 
than their interest in the visible issue between 
self-government and subjugation. They are not 
apathetic. If they are as much interested In a 
battle as in’a baseball game, they understand 
the issue equally as well. On their own side of 
the line they can learn enough to see that the 
peon shall have fair play from the umpire.

Voting by ProxiessSeems to Be 
the.
